Bishop, senates set precedent 


Due process plan adopted 


Southern Cross Reporter 


FOR THE FIRST TIME a 
Process for Conciliation 
and Arbitration to settle 
disputes within the diocese 
has been established by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher with 
the Priests’ and Sisters’ 
Senate. 


The due process procedure 
for religious and lay people 
is based on a plan approved 
by the U.S. bishops’ confer- 
ence. 


A Preamble notes that the 
“Christian community is 


made up of fallible human © 


beings who on occasion 
cannot in conscience settle 
their honest. differences 
between brother and 
brother alone. 


“SINCE THE DAYS of St. 
Paul the Christian com- 
munity has striven to settle 
such disputes within the 
community. Over the cen- 
turies many types of struc- 
tures have been evolved to 
solve such disputes to pro- 
tect the rights of the 
individual and the common 


good of the whole commun- 
ity.” 

Noting that these struc- 
tures have varied enorm- 
ously according to the times 
and cultures, the Preamble 
stresses the new process is 
designed for the Church in 
the 1970s and “does not con- 
cern itself with doctrine.” 


The process “will enable 
the bishop to guarantee 
proper substantive and pre- 
cedural safeguards for the 
fair and efficient exercise 
of authority within the dio- 
cese as is demanded by the 
dignity of the human person 
and the inviolability of con- 
science.” 


A COUNCIL of Concilia- 
tion and an Office of Arbit- 
ration are being formed, 
each with five representa- 
tives from the clergy, religi- 
ous and laity. The bishop 
and Priests’ and Sisters’ 
Senate will each name one 
member to each panel. Two 
more members for each 
group will be chosen by the 
bishop and the senates’ 
executive boards. 


The conciliation process 
will be available to “any 
person having already 
exhausted all normal chan- 
nels in conflict with the 
Ordinary of the diocese or 
his appointee, a priest, any 


charitable or educational . 


institution ... or with any 
person, group or institution 
exercising administrative 
authority.” 


Meetings will be “without 
publicity,” participants in 
the dispute cannot be 
forced to accept any solu- 
tion and if an agreement is 
reached it will not be made 


public unless both sides , 


consent. 
IF THE DISPUTE is not 


solved through conciliation 


it will go before the arbitra- 
tion board which “will 
accept all complaints in 
writing from any member of 
the diocese.” 


Arbitration extends to 
“all disputes between 
individual members of the 
Church, or groups, where 
the controversy concerns 
an ecclesiastical matter,

OTHER SUNDAY

bells will call the animals 
and owners to this annual 
event. Each participant will 
receive a medal com- 
‘memorating the occasion. 


Both days visitors may 
stop at the mission’s 
museum and cemetery or 
climb the stone steps to 
the companario with its five 
bells. : 


The first of 21 Franciscan 
missions stretching north 
along El Camino Real, San 
Diego de Aleala was 
founded July 16, 1769 by 
Father Junipero Serra. Its 
original location was a high 
bluff overlooking San Diego 
Bay now Presidio Hill. A 
cross, erected in 1913, 
marks the site. 


IN 1774 because of a 
water shortage and to be 
closer to the Indian ranch- 
erias, the mission: was 
moved to its present site in 
Mission Valley. But a year 
later, a group of Indians 
attacked the mission at 
night, killing Father Luis

Jayme, California’s first 
martyr to his faith. 

After the attack the mis- 
sion returned to Presidio 
Hill until 1776 when the 
Franciscan padres began to 
reconstruct the abandoned 
Mission Valley location. 
The church and other build- 
ings formed a quadrangle 
around a patio for better 
protection. 

The present church dates 
from 1813 when it was 
rebuilt following the 1803 
earthquake. It now serves 
not only as a parish but as 
a cultural and religious 
center for all people: 


THE MISSION was 

named after St. Didacus 
(San Diego) who was born in 
San Nicolas del Puerto, 
Spain, about 1400 and died 
in Alcala de Hernares, near 
Madrid, in 1463. 
“ Two weeks before he 
founded the mission, Father 
Serra offered his first Mass 
in California. It was July 1, 
1769, feastday of the Visita- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. -

Diocese hosts national 
campus ministry school

THE CAMPUS ministry of 
the diocese this week 
opened its second annual 
training program for New- 
man chaplains from around 
the country. 


The school runs through 
July 7 at the University of 
California, San Diego, with 
Father Phillip  Straling, 


- diocesan campus ministry 


director, as chairman. 


Sister Giovanna Martell, 
from Mesa Community Col- 


lege, is the program’s 
executive director and 
coordinator. Other full- 


time campus chaplains in 
the diocese are serving in 
the training workshops. 


THE ANNUAL schools — 
Similar ones are held 
elsewhere — are sponsored 
by the U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference’s Division of 
Higher Education and the 
Catholic Campus Ministers’ 
Association. 


“The primary purpose of 
the workshop is to assist 
new chaplains in better 
understanding the work of 
campus ministry,” explains 
Father Straling. 


“Some 30 chaplains, in- 


cluding priests, sisters and 
laity are attending from 
all over the U.S. The prog- 
ram is limited to those in 
campus ministry or recent- 
ly appointed as chaplains.” 


PARTICIPANTS = ‘work 
with staff and resource per- 
sons to explore the roles of 
campus ministry, the varied 
ways in which the Church 
and higher education 
interact, and some of the

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‘This land is your land, 


this land is my land...’

PETE SEEGER’S familiar song is 
as American as apple pie and Kate 
Smith And yet I found myself 


humming his tune as though it 


were natural to do so in — of all 
places — Rome. 


Not even in my most extravagant 
dreams had I presumed that I 
would ever stand in front of St. 
Peter's, or haggle over the price of 
rosaries in a piazza, or conceleb- 
rate a Mass with our San Diego 
seminarians at the North Ameri- 
can College. It was all like a dream, 
but I knew that it was splendid 
reality. 


Froia the moment our chartered 
plane landed in Rome, history 
engulfed us. Our buses took us into 
the city along the ancient Appian 
Way. We passed by some of the 
ancient catacombs, caught 
glimpses of venerable but majestic 
ruins and discussed all the things 


_ we wanted to see within the space 


of eight days. 


ON OUR FIRST morning most of 
us signed up for a guided tour of 
the Eternal City, a tour which prop- 
erly ended at St. Peter’s. Before 
entering this great basilica our 
guide listed all sorts of facts and 
figures; at that moment I could 
have cared less — I wanted to get 
inside. The moment came and I can 


vividly remember my first reac- 


tion: it was (recalling my art 


’ appreciation courses in the semi- 


nary which extolled the magnifi- 
cence of this edifice): “Big deal.” 


That was at the front door! We 
proceeded to walk. And walk. And 
walk. My opinion to this day is that 
no photograph, no description of 
Measurements can give an 
adequate impression. The propor- 
tions are so perfect that it takes a 
while to absorb the vastness of the 


church. It truly is the largest 


church in the world. 


Our tour lasted about 45 minutes, 
and then we returned to the hotel. 
After a sandwich, I proceeded to 
walk back to St. Peter’s. Naturally, 
I got lost. So I approached a pass- 
ing Italian and addressed him in 
my finest Italian: “Escuse — San 
Pietro?” With many gestures and 
rapid words he explained. I 
looked. He saw my bewilderment. 


WITH THE AIR of dealing with 
one who is not too bright (he was 
correct) he motioned me to follow. 

‘We got into his tiny foreign car and 

eareened down the street to the 
piazza. With many “gracias” 
(there’s. nothing like Spanish!) I 
began a leisurely visit of the 
basilica, literally from top to bot- 
tom. 
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Acknowledging the possibility of 
sounding emotional, I must say that 
there is an overwhelming spiritual 
experience that envelops the pil- 
grim whenever he comes back — 
and I did, five times. It was home. 


But to move on. If you are able 
to go to Rome (a chartered flight is 
ideal if your budget is limited) it 
is a good idea to take a couple of 


guided tours around the city to. 


decide what to re-visit. And, inci- 
dentally, many side trips from 
Rome are economical and reward- 
ing — especially Assisi. It is a must! 


WHILE MANY TAKE the train to 
Assisi, our party went by charter 
bus. The driver, Nando, was 
absolutely in his element as he 
negotiated tight and practically 
impossible corners. The subdued 
gasps of the passengers were, for 
him, comparable to the Ole’s at a 
bull fight. He was a superb driver 
who liked to enjoy a nip or two at 
any and every rest stop. True, it 
‘made some people nervous, but 
Nando chalked this up to an 
obscure, hereditary weakness of 
Americans. 


On a later trip to Castel Gandolfo 
we again had Nando — this time 
with a bottle of wine squatting 
defiantly next to the driver’s seat. 
It was a wild, glorious ride with full 
throttle, not unlike the stagecoach 
journies of the distant West. 


The main attraction in Assisi is 
the Basilica of St. Francis where I 
was privileged to offer Mass at the 
tomb. His body lies in a crypt 
underneath the two churches con- 
taining some of the finest frescos 
of Giotto. Down in the valley is the 
Church of St. Clare. Her incorrupt 
body rests in a glass coffin in a 
small chapel which tourists view 
through a large picture-window. 


Speaking of nuns leads me to an 
observation that may sound unfair, 
even unjust. But I have compared 
notes with American priests living 
in Rome and they concur that 
Italian nuns should receive an 
international award for being the 
rudest people in the world. My 
experience of this trait was high- 
lighted by their’ incredible 
behavior at a papal audience. . 


A group of them pushed me aside 


e 


like bullies kicking sand in the 
weak kid’s face. They really outdid 
the Four Horsemen of Notre Dame. 
I envied another priest near me 
who knew the tricks of the trade: 
he exchanged elbow for elbow, 
threw a forceful hip and stood his 
ground. One wonders how the 
course of medieval history would 
have changed if Italian nuns had 
captained the Crusades! 


THE TOURIST is mistaken if he 
thinks, in his simplicity, that his 
most striking and lasting impres- 
sion of Rome will be the view of St. 
Peter’s dome. It will not — because 
the greatest wonder of the world is 
Roman traffic and, in particular, 
Italian drivers. 


The sophisticated traveller will 


quickly — give or take 48 hours — 
unravel the marvelous logic gov- 
erning drivers and pedestrians. 
With the natives, you have to con- 
sider Rome as one big Circus Max- 
imus and yourself a gladiator of 
yore. 


The rules for drivers are 
insanely simple. Any form of stop 
signal is an encroachment upon 
personal freedom and not to be 
taken seriously; all other drivers 
are impudent imbeciles totally 
unworthy of attention; the right of 
way is established simply by press- 
ing forward with brash firmness 
and intestinal fortitude; and all 
arguments are settled by a discreet 
beep ‘of the horn or suspiciously 
esoteric hand gestures. 


THE PEDESTRIAN also has an 
established code of rules based on 
national glory, family honor and 
personal survival. The basic pre- 
mise, indeed an article of faith, is 
to assume that no car will actually 
hit you. At any rate, don’t wait for 
a break in traffic because it just 
won’t happen. Look straight ahead 
and march forward. 


Never stop, never run: to do so 
is to advertise that you are fair 
game for the scare of your life. The 
only respectable defensive proce- 
dure permitted is to glare at the 
particularly bold driver, snort, 
“Eh!” which says a lot — and shake 
your head in defiant disgust. 


Shopping is an experience, too — 
it’s an Italian Tijuana. Stores open 
more or less as advertised but 
close around 1 p.m. until approx- 
imately 4. This is according to the 
splendidly practical philosophy 
that all civilized persons have 
their main meal and take a siesta 


‘at a civilized time of day. 


ROME IS ALL and more than I 
had expected. A word of advice: 
You go to Italy as a guest; don’t 
make comparisons between your 
life-style and theirs. In brief: when 
in Rome, do as the Romans.

Editorial— 


Co-responsibility 


Perhaps the most important aspect of the Second . 
Vatican Council was the emphasis on collegi- 
ality and co-responsibility within the Church. 

These principles, underlined in the new 
guidelines to pastoral ministry issued by the 
Vatican this week, are equally pertinent to all 
the people of God. 

The restatement, in the guidelines, of values of © 
human life and freedom, of the worth of family 
stability and unity assume greater import in 
the context of current controversy on abortion 
and capital punishment. : 

Reminders of the extreme seriousness of prob- 
lems of peace and war and the fraternal co- 
existence of peoples invest with deeper sig- 
nificance the attempts of President Nixon and 
Soviet leader Brezhnev to find common 
ground for dialogue. : 

Now as never before, the Church faces the chal- 
lenge of developing collegiality to the fullest, 
and activating in the individual a sense of 
responsibility for the whole. 

The Church, this community of disparate 
peoples, may come — must come — to exert 
a concerted strength of unity and purpose if 
it is to change the world. 


Responsabilidad

Estos principios, destacados en las nuevas 
directivas para el ministerio pastoral difun- 
didas por el Vaticano esta semana, son i- 
gualmente pertinentes a todo el pueblo de 
Dios.

Ahora como nunca antes, la Iglesia afronta la 
obligacion de desarrollar al maximo la cole- 
gialidad y. de hacer activo en los individuos 
un sentido de responsabilidad por el “todo.”

Guidelines on the role and 
pastoral ministry of 
bishops in relation to their 
own diocese, the Universal 
Church and their episcopal 
conferences are given in a 
new Yatican book called 
The Directory for the Pas- 
toral Ministry of Bishops.

POPE PAUL, in a letter

Supreme Court okays 
crackdown on obscenity 


WASHINGTON (NC) — 
The U.S. Supreme Court 
reversed its earlier trend 
towards permissiveness 
and opened the door for 
states to crack down on the 
sale and-~ distribution of 
obscene or pornographic 
materials. 


In a 5-4 decision, the 
court rejected the con- 
troversial standard for 
determining obscenity that 
had been in use since a 1966 
Supreme Court decision. 
Under that standard, only 
material utterly without 
redeeming social value 
could be judged to fall out- 
side the First Amendment 
protection of free expres- 
sion. 


While rejecting the con- 
cept as “unworkable,” the 
court set a new standard to 
be used in judging the con- 
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stitutionality of obscenity 
laws. 


The court said that the 
laws must be limited to 
works which “taken as a 
whole, appeal to the 
prurient interest in sex, 
which portray sexual con- 
duct in a patently offensive 
way, and which, taken as a 
whole, do not have serious 
literary, artistic, political, 
or scientific value.” 


The court also stated that 
there is no need for a “na- 
tional standard” or for 
“expert testimony” to 
determine what offends 
community standards. A 
jury trying an obscenity 
case may deterine whether 
the material ‘appeals to 
prurient interest or 


patently offends commun- 
ity standards, 
said. 


the court 
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While it upheld the right 
to possess obscene materi- 
als in the privacy of one’s 
own home — a right estab- 
lished earlier — the court 
said that the right to pri- 
vacy did not extend to the 
import obscene 
material, even for private 
use, or to a right to receive, 
transport or distribute such 
materials. 


Nor does the right to pri- 
vacy extend to consenting 
adults in movie theaters or 
bookstores, said the court. 


Responding to several 
claims that obscenity laws 
should be aimed only at 
protecting juveniles and 
unwilling adults, the court 
said it has never declared 
these concerns “to be the 
only legitimate state inter- 
ests permitting regulation 
of obscene material.” 


According to the court’s 
opinion, delivered by Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger, 
states must limit their legis- 
lation to works which 
depict or describe sexual 
conduct . conduct must 
be specifically defined by 
the applicable state law, as 
written or authoritatively 
construed.” 


Five cases were decided 
by the court, but the broad 
issues were defined in two 
basic cases, Miller v. 
California and Paris Adult 
Theater v. Slaton, a district 
attorney in Georgia.

LITURGY IS THE WORD applied to 
the public worship of the Church. It is 
‘the expression and formation of the 
spirituality of the community that is the 
Church. It is the prayer of the Church. 
Primarily , it is the celebration of the 
Mass, the encounter with the mystery of 
Christ alive in the midst of his people — 
it is the way in which we celebrate and 
respond to his sacramental presence. 


The Eucharist, the other sacraments, 
sacramentals, the Old and New Testament, 
sacred music and art, the sessions of the 
church year and the prayer of the faithful 
are what constitute the liturgy of the 
Church. 


THE MASS ITSELF is composed of two 
parts, the liturgy of the Eucharist and the 
liturgy of the Word — the readings of the 
day and the homily which is meant to be 
an instruction on the readings. 


For the liturgy to fulfill its role, it must 
t demand more than simply topical 
¥ relevancy and more than traditional 
s forms. It must reflect the faith of the 
3 fi people, where they stand in the Church, 
t and their response to Christ. 


For the liturgy to be effective, the 
e people must be “well disposed,” know 
e what they are doing and why, participate 
e in and recognize the liturgy as the summit 
; to which activity of the Church is directed. 


THE LITURGY SHOULD show aware- 
| ness of the needs of the community and 
F relate to their special circumstances. That 
g is, liturgies should be composed to suit the 
r participants, be they children, teenagers,

handicapped or in institutions or shut-in

No liturgies for the blind are 
organized on a diocesan basis, although 
Bibles, and, possibly, missals are available 
in Braille. 


The Diocesan Liturgy Commission 
issues a monthly bulletin which presents 
guidelines for special celebrations with 
suggested forms, prayers and music for 
weddings, funerals and so on. 


The Commission’s Liturgy Bulletin also 
highlights developments in, and 
authorized adaptations of, the liturgy. It 
discusses such questions as the places 
during the eucharistic celebration where 
creativity is encouraged and allowed, 
what scope there is for “personalization” 
of the liturgy, the function of the homily 
as a teaching instrument, preparation for 
the sacraments and celebration of the 
liturgical season of the year.

In religious communities this faculty 
may be given to the superior, male or 
female, of the order for the convenience 
of the community.

LAY WOMEN have not been appointed 
ministers of the sacrament in this diocese, 
but have been introduced as lectors in 
several churches. In the majority of 
parishes, however, this office is reserved 
for men. 


Omen, of course, as part of the com- 
ity, take part in offertory prayers and 
essions. In some _ parishes the

THE CHURCH WAS entering a new and tur- 
bulent era when Cardinal Giovanni Battista 
Montini was crowned Pope Paul VI 10 years 
ago June 30, 1963. 


The decade that followed has been a time 
of worldwide upheaval, wars, revolutions, cam- 
pus ferment, surging drug trafficking, bursts of 
airline hijackings, political kidnapping and 
terrorism, assassinations, burgeoning Pen- 
tecostalism, an “occult explosion” and walks 
on the moon. 


During that time, the spiritual leader of the 
world’s 600,000,000 Catholics has found himself 
beset on two sides — by those who are fearful 
of changes in the Church and those who 
demand even more sweeping changes.

On July 29, 1968, he issued the encyclical, 
Humane Vitae (Of Human Life) reaffirming 
Church teaching that all methods of artificial 
birth control, including the ‘pill,’ were con- 
trary to divine law. 


HIS 1967 ENCYCLICAL on priestly celibacy 
restated the traditional Latin Church position 
on an unmarried priesthood. 


The pontiff’s stand on these issues has al- 
iented* some Catholics, especially ~ young 
priests and has given rise to questions and 
challenges to papal authority. 


But here again, Pope Paul has stood 
fast on the doctrine of papal infallibility, as 
defined by the First Vatican Council and reaf- 
firmed by Vatican II, and has expressed con- 
cern over “extreme progressive movements 
which threaten to erode dogma and authority 
within the Church.” 


* WITH ALL THE CHANGES and controversy, 
certain subjects keep recurring in Paul’s 
speeches: 


Love as the law of the Gospel, the Cross as 
a sinful world’s only hope, authority as service, 
obedience as an exercise of freedom, the fole 
of the laity, the fundamental importance of 
natural law; 


The magisterium — the Church’s teaching 
authority — as rule of faith, the family as a 
school of holiness, modern man’s rejection of 
God — and Vatican II. 


Of Pope Paul’s worldwide reforms, one that 
raises some of the most intriguing questions 
is the mandatory resignation of bishops and 
cardinals at specified ages. He himself has 
reached 75—the retirement age for higher pre- 
lates and Curia officials. 


- THAT DATE PASSED without the Pope’s res- 
ignation. But few within the Curia expected 
him to resign then and create a precedent for 
his successors. On the other hand he is not a 
man who would refuse to do himself what he 
requires of others.

Our private lives 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... the separation of public and 
private life, and how private the 
-private life of a Christian may actu- 
ally be. 


Being a deeply, passionately 
private person, I would defend the 
privacy of others equally as firmly as 
I preserve my own. There are, I pro- 
test, things in our lives which belong 
only to ourselves and to God. 


They seldom concern other people. 


' We make mistakes, we are foolish, we 


are caught in circumstances not of 
our making and acquit ourselves less 
than honorably — in fact, “I do what 
I would not do, and what I would do 
I do not.” 


BUT THERE are times when our 
private living betrays our public com- 
mitment, when our way of life denies 
the principles for which we stand. 


If we are publicly identified as 
Christians, symbolic of, say, an hon- 
est, realistic protest against many 
forms of hypocrisy, do we have a right 
to a “private” life of prevarication, of 
rationalization and our own form of 
hypocrisy? 


Christ did not seem to think so. 
Utterly compassionate he always was, 
it is true, for those who struggled to 
meet ideals they had not yet attained 
— always understanding and forgiv- 
ing of those who stumbled and fell in 
their efforts to follow him. 


BUT HIS excoriations of those who 
persisted in a life of surreptitious and 
flagrant contradiction of what they 
publicly claimed to be, are among the 
most vehement and appalling ever 
recorded. 


I believe that we have to be very 
careful of the opinions we express, 
the beliefs we propound — it is so 
very easy to mock them in our lives. 
Claiming to be Christians, we subject 
ourselves to even greater need for 
vigilance. 


On the whole Christianity is ill- 
served by its adherents..We subscribe 
willingly to the doctrine of love and 
brotherhood, but the state of the 
world is evidence that we do not love, 
do not practice the tenants of 
brotherhood — at least not consis- 
tently. 


WE SPEAK a great deal about truth 


and honesty and being “realistic,” yet 
repeatedly play games with ourselves 
and others. Worse still, we play with 
the hopes and trust people place in 


~ us. 


It is sad to see normally intelligent 
people attempting to rationalize their 
actions and bring them more in 
accordance with some public — or 
personal — image they have tar- 
nished. 


I found it pathetic to read of Philip 
and Elizabeth Berrigan, for instance, 
excusing their four-year secret inti- 
macy in terms of protest against the 
Church’s celibacy laws. Surely a can- 
dle well-obscured by a bushel! 


THERE IS in us an arrogance, a 
conceit, which will not allow the 
admission that we are less than we 
thought, less than we appeared, that 
after all the posturing and the drama, 
we so obviously may miss the mark. 


There is also strength and a certain 
vindication in frank acknowledge- 
ment of error. We are all fallible. 
Failure is our constant companion — 
without it, who would have need of 
endeavor? But its recognition should 
come gently to a Christian. 


Of all people, we should not feel 
threatened nor depressed. Of all 
people, we should be conditioned to 
our own inadequacy and propensity 
to fall short — in the ever-present 
awareness of Christ’s incredible per- 
fection of love. 


CONDITIONED, so that when our 
weakness confronts us, as it will, one 
way or another, we may face it 
resolutely — with regret and pain 
undoubtedly, but seeing it for what it 
is — and learn what must be learned. 


I suppose the truly saintly person 
is one in whose public and private 
life no discrepancy is discernable, 
whose Christianity is so integrated in 
his being that no protection of “ego” 
or “self’ may inhibit the course of 
truth in him. 


Someone once said of a mutual 
friend, ‘“‘Wherever you strike her she 


rings true.” In public, in private, in ~ 


good times or bad, she remained true 
to herself, honest and straight. 


WHEN YOU think of it, that is as 
good a definition of a Christian as 
any!

Soviet religious repression — 


CARDINAL JOHN KROL of Philadelphia 
last week warned the Soviet Union of the need 
“to eliminate repressive and discriminatory 
practices against religious and ethnic groups” 
in that country. 


The cardinal, president of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops, was commenting 
on the visit of Soviet Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev to President Nixon. 


It was the latest move in the continuing 
struggle over religious freedom in Communist 
countries, particularly the Soviet Union. 


THE PLIGHT OF Soviet Jews has made head- 
lines recently, but all religious groups suffer 
persecution. And the religious groups, in turn, 
create headaches for the atheistic government. 


The Rome Jesuit review Civilta Cattolica 
complained recently that Western Christians 
are forgetting the sufferings of their fellow 
Christians in Communist countries. 


“The cold war period has been followed by 
the period of so-called peaceful coexistence,” 
according to the magazine, whose articles are 
scrutinized in the Vatican before publication. 


BECAUSE OF Communist propaganda, the 
magazine continued, “Atheistic Communism 
has somewhat lost the terrible aspect it ee 
in the cold war years . 


“They (the Communist countries) have given 
great emphasis to the agreements that the 
Church has made with those countries, pre- 
senting them as proofs that you can no longer 
accuse Communists of persecuting the 
Church.” 


- Such agreements, Civilta Cattolica said, ‘‘per- 
mitted the Church to survive, not to enjoy the 
religious freedom she needs. Neither has the 
Church yielded to Communism, nor has she 
abandoned her children. She has tried and is 
trying to arrive at agreements, 
limited.” 


WITHIN THE SOVIET UNION religious 
groups — from Catholics to Muslims — have 
been asserting themselves and strongly oppos- 
ing the atheistic government. 


“Atheism is something alien, imported, not 
part of us,” declares an anonymous Christian 
writer in Veche, an underground journal. “In 
Russia, the religious question is now the main 
question of the day.” 


Main question or not, it is an issue which 
interests large segments of Soviet society and 
worries those involved in atheist propaganda, 
according to Xenia Howard-Johnston, editor of 
a new documentary journal, Religion in Com- 
munist Lands. 


“RELIGIOUS BELIEFS, and in particular 
the Christian faith — or ‘survivals of the past’ 
as a Pravda article euphemistically puts it — 
are by no means dead” in the Soviet Union, says 
Ms. Howard-Johnston. ‘Faith which has been 
tried in the fire is something which spreads 
and is difficult to suppress.” 


There is unmistakable evidence that religion 
is posing a growing challenge for Soviet 
officialdom, and is being met in the country 
at large by heavy-handed mallet blows of 


however. 


Russian Orthodox Church have been arrested. 
Bishops and even an archbishop, Archbishop 
Paul of Novosibirsk and Barnaul, have been 
demoted or retired without pension. 


In Lithuania, more than 17,000 Catholics — 
who constitute a majority in the republic — felt 
constrained to sign a ‘‘memorandun” 
addressed to Brezhnev through the _ inter- 
mediary of the secretary-general of the United 
Nations. 

The 1972 document charged that the Church 
in Lithuania was a target of government rep- 
ression, with Catholics being denied freedom 


of worship and being subjected to discrimina- 


tion in secular life. Jewish and Buddhist 
groups are also subjected to official harass- 
ment. 


Three recent trials in widely separated parts 
of the Soviet Union have pointed up the con- 
tinuing problems faced by religious minorities 
that seek to operate outside the law. 


In Siberia, a well-known Buddhist scholar 
was sentenced to five years in prison on 
charges of running an illegal sect for criminal 
ends. In Byelorussia, four Baptists received 
undisclosed jail terms for giving children 
unauthorized religious lessons, and four 
Jehovah’s Witnesses in Lithuania were sen- 
tenced to a labor camp. 


These, like other such documented cases, 
were prosecuted under an article of the Soviet 
criminal code that makes it a crime to infringe 
on the rights of citizens under the guise of per- 
forming religious ceremonies. 


ORGANIZED religious instruction to chil- 
dren is a crime in the Soviet Union. 


But, in a report on a visit to the USSR, last 
summer, Brian Cooper, a British journalist, 
remarked that attention given to Russia’s dissi- 
dent Christians “has rather obscured the very 
significant faet that the official Baptist Union 
of the USSR,” which works within the legal

framework for religion laid down by the state, 
“has a following of over half a million (and) 
grows through personal evangelism.” 


After an official visit to the Soviet republics 
of Latvia, Estonia, and Lithuania in August, 
1972, Dr. Paul Hansen of Geneva, Lutheran 
World Federation Europe secretary, observed 
that there was “cause for concern.” 


BUT, HE AFFIRMED, “‘it:can also be consi- 
dered a great miracle that in 1972 there is no 
town in this part of the Soviet Union (nor) is 
there hardly any place in rural areas that does 
not offer the possibility to hear the good news 
of our Lord proclaimed in a church of at least _ 
one of the different confessions.” 


Still another indication of the tenacity of 
religious belief in the USSR, despite on-going 
government efforts to root religion out of soci- 
ety and out of Soviet consciousness, is the 
emergence and spread of an underground 
religious literature. 


The situation of Soviet Jews has been under 
the harsh glare of world publicity in recent 
months. Despite Moscow’s disavowals of anti- 
Semitism, the evidence shows that Soviet Jews, 
by the thousands, are deeply dissatisfied with 
life in the USSR, and are seeking to emigrate 
to Israel and elsewhere. Many Jews, like their 
Christian counterparts, complain of official 
harassment and even worse. 


BUT WHAT SEEMS to be, at the moment, of 
particular concern to the Soviet Communist 
regime is what has been described as “the 
almost revivalistic spread of Christianity, 
especially among the young,” in some areas of 
the USSR. 


By all accounts, in flat contradiction to 
Marxist-Leninism predictions, religious faith 
in Russia shows no sign of “withering away.” 
Quite the contrary. Atheism does seem to be 
“something alien, imported,” not part of the 
Russian soul.

Dutch cardinal predicts 


. . » 
‘Future Church more open, ecumenical’ 


VILLANOVA, Pa. (NC) — 
Dutch Cardinal Bernard 
Alfrink said the Church of 
the future will be more 
open, ecumenical, with a 
wider variety of ministries 
and larger role for bishops. 


His remarks on “The 
Church and its Future” 
came during a symposium 
on “The Church and Human 
Society at the Threshold of 
the Third Millenium” held 
at Villanova University... 


Speaking at the opening 
session, the 72-year-old 
Archbishop of Utrecht and 
president of the Dutch 
Bishops’ Conference, 
scored the Vatican and the 
world’s bishops for looking 


too much to the past and 
called for a new under- 
standing of authority. 


CARDINAL Alfrink cited 
studies indicating that the 
Church’s’ influence has 
declined in the years since 
the Second Vatican Coun- 
erie: 


“A feeling of impotence 
and despondency is ram- 
pant,” he said. “Of course 
there was much in the way 
of a fanatical urge for 
renewal, which was quite 
rightly resisted and 
resented. The new spirit of 
freedom in the Church has 
brought in its wake a great 
deal of confusion and con- 
flict. 


“But,” he said, “it seems 
to me that the most impor- 
tant cause of apathy is the 
way in which authority is 
exercised in the Church. I 
have repeatedly advocated 
that the unity of the Church 
and the centralization of its 
policy be made manifest in 
the Episcopal Synod.” 


CARDINAL | Alfrink said 
the college of bishops 
should exercise a stronger 
legislative role in the 
Church, 
Curia, the Church’s central 
administrative offices, 
should become more an 
executive body. 


“If these two focal points 
of authority were

- High court kills tax credits 


Southern Cross Sources 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
The U.S. Supreme Court 
has struck down as uncon- 
stitutional state income tax 
credits to parents of private 
school children. 


It also killed nonpublic 
school tuition reimburse- 
ments and payments for 
such non-teaching 
expenses as maintenance, 
testing and record-keeping. 


The decisions came in 
New York and Pennsyl- 
vania cases. The justices 
voted 8-1 against tax credits 
in New York and 6-3 against 
tuition reimbursement in 
Pennsylvania. 


JUSTICES ALSO, without 
comment, upheld lower 
court decisions against 
similar state aid to private 
schools in New Jersey and 
Ohio. 

In California, a_ state 


income tax credit law was 
signed by Gov. Ronald 


Reagan last year, to become 
effective in 1973. But, the 
Supreme Court decision 
probably nullifies this 
legislation, according to 
State School Superinten- 
dent Wilson Riles. 


The California Catholic 


Conference called the 
court’s ruling ‘“disap- 
pointing” and “unsym- 


pathetic.” In Sacramento, 
Msgr. John S. Cummins, the 
conference’s executive 
director, said, “I think the 
morale of parents, whether 
they feel they are being 
treated fairly, will be a seri- 
ous question.” 


BUT, HE ADDED, “There 
certainly won’t be any mas- 
sive closing of schools.” 

In Washington, a U.S. 
Catholic Conference 


spokesman also _ stressed 


the decision should not be 
seen “as marking the end of 
Catholic schools in the 
United States.” 


The ruling, however, “is a 
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denial of the civil rights of 
millions of citizens” and 
punishes many Americans 
because of their religion, 
he said. 


JUSTICE LEWIS F. 
Powell, Jr., who wrote the 
majority opinions in both 
cases, cited the First 
Amendment which 
declares Congress “shall 
make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof.’”’ This means, 
he said, government must 
be neutral and _ avoid 
advancing religion. 


“Special tax benefits,” he 
wrote, “cannot be squared 
with the principle of neu- 
trality established by the 
decisions of this court. 


“To the contrary, insofar 
as such benefits render 
assistance to parents -who 
send their children to sec- 
tarian schools, their pur- 
pose and inevitable effect 
are to aid and advance 


those institu- 
tions.” 

IN THE New York case, 
he said, ‘our examination 

... of aid provisions, in 
light of all relevant con- 
siderations, compels the 
judgment that each, as writ- 
ten, has a ‘primary effect 
that advances religion’ and 
offends the constitutional 
prohibition against laws 
‘respecting the establish- 
ment of religion.’ ” 


The three minority jus- 
tices in the Pennsylvania 
decision were Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger and 
Justices Byron R. White and 
William H. Rehnquist. In 
the New York ruling, 
Justice White was the only 
dissenter.

Pope calls his task ‘superhuman’ 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 
The papacy is a 
“superhuman task,” Pope 
Paul told Vatican cardinals 
honoring him for his feast- 
day — St. John the Baptist 
(June 23). 


“We have labored in com- 
plete fidelity to the Second 
Vatican Council,” said. the 
Pope, former Cardinal 
Giovanni Battista Montini. 


“The full acceptance of 
the council’s teaching con- 
tinues to be the program 


which we desire to follow 
with humble firmness.” 


HE DESCRIBED his prog- 
ram for the Church as a 
“happy synthesis of new 
and old, of tradition and 
reform, of conserving and 
updating the patrimony of 
faith... 


“We consider it-our duty 
as far as possible to become 
active promoters of peace 
and pacification, especially 
where the action of others 
is lacking or insufficient.” 


The Pope made these 


points: “Our pastoral 
methods are perhaps not 
always adapted to the 


needs of modern man... 
our words perhaps leave 
him indifferent... For this 
reason we have asked our 
brothers in the episcopate 
to study together, in the 
next Synod of Bishops, the 
evangelization of the mod- 
ern world. 

“WE ARE expecting much 
from the sincere and posi- 
tive collaboration of today’s 


Vatican restricts sacraments

VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
The Vatican’s Doctrinal 
Congregation reiterated 
the ruling that Catholics 
married invalidly may not 
go to confession or Com- 
munion unless they are liv- 
ing in a so-called brother- 
sister relationship. 


Cardinal Franjo Seper, 
prefect of the congregation, 


Catholic hospitals hail 
conscience amendment 


ST. LOUIS (NC) — The 
Catholic Hospital 
Association’s administra- 
tion was “delighted” that 
President Nixon signed a 
health services bill which 
includes an amendment 
that protects the “freedom 
of conscience” principle. 


© owe are delighted at the 
legislative protection given 
to our stand on abortion 
and sterilization,’ said 
Thomas Callahan, associate 
director of the association. 


The amendment protects 
civil and moral rights of 
persons and institutions to 
provide health care on the 
basis of federally funded 
programs without requiring 
them to perform operations 
against their moral or 
religious beliefs. 


“THIS IS ONLY one step 
in the larger battle for the 
rights of the unborn and the 
association’s pro-life stand, 
a small step indeed. We 
have to keep in mind that 
we are a pro-life group, not 


only an anti-abortion 
organization,” Callahan 
said. 


The approved measure 
insures “the preservation 
of Catholic hospitals and 
their ability to be witness to 
life, the living testimony of 
the Church’s caring for 
people and life,” he said. 


But, he added that this 
legal protection is only a 
temporary relief, and that 
CHA efforts would now be 
directed toward the pas- 
sage of a constitutional 
amendment which would 
recognize that “life starts at 
the moment of conception.” 


REFERRING TO funding 
provisions of the bill signed 
by the President, he also 
said that the extension of 
federal funding for one 
more year under the Public 
Health Service Act “will 
give us time to prove the 
real potential of some of its 
programs and at the same 
time more factual informa- 
tion for their review.”

sent to the bishops of the 
world a letter in which he 
called attention to: 


— “The diffusion of new 
opinions which deny or call 
into doubt the teaching of 
the Church on the indis- 
solubility of marriage.” 


— THOSE “WHO live in 
an irregular union,” who 
may be admitted to the sac- 
raments of penance and the 
Eucharist only when they 
subscribe to the “approved 
practice of the Church in 
the internal forum.” 


Cardinal Seper was 
speaking exclusively of the 
brother-sister relationship 
as the only — solution 
approved by the Church. 
That relationship is one in 
which a couple involved in 
an invalid union consent to 
surrender their sexual 
rights in return for permis- 


sion to frequent the sacra- . 


ments. 


In such a case, the Church 
does not “bless” their mar- 
riage, but simply allows 
them the sacraments even 
though, from outward 
appearances, they are liv- 
ing as man and wife in a 
normal marriage relation- 
ship. 

ANOTHER | solution to 
many invalid marriages 
among Catholics was made 
public last year, but the 
Vatican. asked that it be 
stopped. 


That is to the so-called 
“sood conscience” case in 
which remarried Catholics 
who honestly feel their pre- 
vious marriage was not 
valid but who cannot prove 
it in a Church tribunal are 


allowed to go to confession 
and receive Communion. 
Here again the second mar- 
riage is not “blessed by the 
Church.” 


At least eight dioceses in 
the United States were 
_ practicing the “good consci- 
ence” solution at the time 
that Bishop Robert Tracy of 
Baton Rouge niade it public 
his diocese was doing so. 


THE FOLLOWING Aug- 
ust, Cardinal John Krol of 
Philadelphia, president of 
the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said the 
Vatican wanted dioceses to 
halt practices ‘contrary to 
current discipline.”
